WANTS FREIGHT SCHEME SHIFTFD 


Bion J. Arnold will present his plan for the 
solution of Chicago's railway terminal prob- 
lem to the council committee on terminals 
this afternoon.

He approved of the passenger station pro- 
gram, also of the freight scheme, provided 
it was moved two blocks farther seuth and 
tracks depressed. It is said that Mr. Arnold 
does not approve of that freight terminal 
plan, objecting to the arrangement, the 
street congestion that it would cause, and 
also the use of steam as a motive power. 
On the question of a site for the passenger 
station certain aldermen claim that Mr. 
Arnold does not disagree with Mr. Wallace, 
who indorsed the plan of the Pennsylvania 
group of reads, 

Those are the two immediate questions 
under consideration by the council, But the 
suggestions regarding electrification are 
perhaps of more importance to the railroads 
asa whole. 


Roads Sure of Votes

Will Discuss Proposed Trip East, 

An informal meeting of the council com- 
mittee has heen called for this morfiing to 
decide whether they will take a trip to New 
York te gain some information on electrifi- 
cation, Six of the committeemen are also 
members of the local transportation commit- 
tee which is now in the east inapecting sub- 
ways. 

This subject is said to be connected up 
clesely by Mr. Arnold with the terminal ques- 
tion, He wants the subways so constructed 
that they will facilitate travel to and from 
reilway stations as well as provide a means 
of transportation within the city generally. 


Should Have Fixed Policy, 

In one part of his report Mr. Arnold asserts, 
according to a member of the committee on 
terminals, that the city should establish a 
fixed policy with reference to termimals as a 
meant of aiding local transportation. By this

Chicago Dealers Fear Only Warm 
Weather Before Thanksgiving

are going to cost this year. He interviewed 
South Water street wholesalers, their re- 


chefs at.the large hotels, proprietors of quick 
lunch places, and others. 

A dinner of turkey, cranberries, stuffing, 
gravy, celery, and.the usual Thanksgiving 
dinner appurtenances can be obtained for 
from 23 cents to $25. With wines and other 
things it might be run up to $125 or $1,250. 

A dressed turkey and sufficient cranberries 
and other — to be prepared at home 
for a dinner for several persons can be had 
at last year’s price. The high cost of liv- 
ing will have far less to do with the price 
of turkeys than temperatures between now 
and Thanksgiving day. 


Warm Days Will Keep Turkeys Out. 

“If the weather becomes warmer,“ said 
Ross H. Geeting of Cohen & Co., at 108 South 
Water street, the farmers in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and other points will not ship 
their turkeys into Chicago. In that case the 
market will be short of turkeys, and tke price 
will shoot up. However, if there is little 
change in temperature, and I don't expect 
there will be, the price for turkeys will vary 
between 20 and 28 cents retail, with 24 or 
2-5 cents the average price. 

A good turkey will weigh from eight to 
eighteen pounds: You can get a fine young 
hen turkey weighing eight pounds for about 
2% cents a pound retail.

ACCEDE TO COMPLAINTS. 


Federal Officials Agree That One 
Date Would Inconvenience 
and Cause Expense. 


* (BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
ashington, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special.}— 
More regulations for the collection of the in- 
come tax will be issued by the treasury de- 
partment within a couple of days. They deal 
with the filing of schedules by corporations 
and with the issuance of licenses to agents 
designated to collect the tax at the source. 

The income tax law makes an important 
change in the. process of assessing corpora- 
tions, joint companies, and associations and 
insurance companies. These concerns no 
longer will be required to file a schedule of 
their profits for the calendar year. They 
will be permitted to designate the last day 
of any month as the close of their fiscal year 
and file returns to the government for that 
period. 

They will be required to notify the collector 
of the designation not less than thirty days 
thereafter and to file their schedules within 
sixty days after the close of their fiscal year. 
Corporations which prefer to continue to ac- 
count for their incomes by the calendar year 
will file returns not later than March 1.

Wilson May Prevent Adjournment

Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.—Definite

Officials of corporations keeping accounts 
by the fiscal year complained that they were 
put to great expense and inconvenience in 
compiling a separate report for the gov- 
ernment by the calendar year. Business fre- 
quently was interrupted for days to permit 
the taking of inventory. 
Congress recognized the justice of these 
complaints by the change incorporated in the 
new law. Under the new provision the gov- 
ernment will be receiving returns and taxes 
from corporations throughout the year, al- 
though the great majority will file schedules 
for the fiscal year ending June 30. The law 
requires that the taxes of corporations em- 
ploying a fiscal year shall be paid within 120 
days after the filing of schedules.

PEACE INSTITUTE 


Museum in New York May Be 
Modeled After Several 


Places in Europe. 
COST TO BE $20,000,000. 


Part of Funds for Twenty Build- 
ings Given by Wealthy 
Americans. 


New York, Nov. 17,—A subcommittee of the 
American committee for the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of peace 
among English speaking peoples today re- 
ceived for consideration a report recom 
mending that the peace centennial be sig- 
nalized by incorporating an association for 
the establishment and maintenance for the 
people of the city of New York of museume 
of peaceful arts modeled on institutions in 
Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. 

Here permanent exhibite would be housed, 
together with books and periodicals, and as 
sembly auditoriums would be established for 
use, with the library, by colleges, schools 
and the general public. The estimated cost 
of the project is from $20,000,000 to $80,000,000. 

It was announced that funds for the foun- 
dations of the proposed museum, to conaist 
of twenty buildings, already had been 
pledged im large part by American citizens. 
The names of the donors are not to be made 
public until after incorporation articles have 
been filled at Albany. 

Among the incorporetors will be Thomas 
A. Edison, Dilbert H. Gary, A. P. Hepburn, 
R. U. Johnson, Rear Admiral Robert N. 
Peary, Jacob H. Schiff, Charles M. Schweb, 
and F. A. Vandertip.

Announces Decision to Cease 
Issuing for Public 
Improvements. 


ADOPT DIRECT TAXATION. 


System, Disapproved by Real Es- 
tate Men, Used to Ex- 
plain?“ Levy. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The financial policy of the sanitary dis- 
trict—so far as getting the money is con- 
cerned—is to be entirely changed. No bonds 
are to be issued, as heretofore, according to 
Trustee Charles A. Reading, chairman of 
the finance committee, and Thomas A. 
Smyth, president of the board. All money is 
to be gained by direct taxation. That policy 
helps explain the excessive tax levy for next 
year, which is the largest in the history of the 
board with one exception. 

No announcement, however, was made re- 
garding any change in the method of spend- 
ing money. Presumably that will continue 
as expeditiously as possible. 


Most students of governmental affairs have ’ 


asserted it is the best public policy to con- 
struct permanent improvements from bond 
issues and that has been the policy of the dis- 
trict since its inception. It is the policy of 
the city, county, and park systems. 

Smyth Changes Front. 

It was also the policy of President Smyth 
until recently. During his membership on 
the board $20,740,000 has been issued in 
bonds. No records could be found where he 
opposed this program. In his annual report 
for 1911 he said: 

The cost of the necessary right of way, 
’ building the rallroad and highway bridges in 
connection with the construction of said 
(Calumet) channel, and to the contractors 
for excavation and flecessary work in con- 
nection therewith, will in part be met by the 
issue of bonds, following the settled policy of 
the district. The improvement not only being 
for the present but for future generations, 
the payment thereof may be well spread over 
a considerable period of time.“ 

Since he wrote that report Mr. Smyth has 
changed his mind. When he wrote bis 1912 
report he summarizes his view on the bond 
question by saying: 

It appears from the foregoing that the 
policy of bond issues should be discontin- 
ned.“ 

He prefaced this statement by a disserta- 
_ tion on the subject. By the use of a large 
number of figures he seeks to show that 
“every dollar realized from bonds will have 
cost the taxpayers $1.875."" The impression 
ie given that the interest charges on each dol- 
lar amount to 87% cents. He also suggests 
that if the district had quit issuing bonds in 
1909 each dollar would have cost only $1.60. 


-Bealty Men Support Bonds. 

The Chicago real estate board several 
months ago appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the financial affairs of the sanitary 
district and see if the district's levy for 
1913 taxes could not be reduced to a lower 
minimum or eliminated entirely.“ That com-

Forest Infirmary Addition. 
LOW -BIDDER DISPLEASED. 


J. W. Snyder Says if County Readver- 
tises He Will Not Bid. 


* 


The Burg-Bartzen brigade on the county 
board prevented the awarding of a contract 
yesterday for a $600,000 addition to the Oak 
Forest infirmary. All reasons they gave 
were technical and trivial. They did not 
hold the price of the J. W. Snyder company, 
the lowest bidder, too high. They did not 
question his financial responsibility, nor did 
they make any charges against his ability 
asacontractor. They refrained from making 
any tions about the fairness of the 
bidding and made no intimations against the 
character of the specifications or the design 
of the buildings. * 

„The reasons they gave were flimsy,” 
Commissioner Board said. Their announced 
reasons were so transparent that it was al- 
most possible to see the real reason be- 
bind.“ 


Searches for a Flaw. 

Burg held the specifications for one small 
building had not been approved by the board, 
which Superintendent of Public Service Ken- 
yon denied flatly. Burg again said the build- 
ings were not named in the advertisement, 
which the architect claimed was unneces- 
sary, as they were set forth in the specifica- 
tions and addenda. His third objection was 
the lowest bidder on certain unit prices bad 
given one figure for reduction and another 
for an addition, 4 

“That form of bid is eustomary.“ Com- 
missioner Coonley said. I suppose the board 
has awarded a bushel of contracts of that 
kind of bids, and I know in my brief ex- 
perience Commissioner Burg has voted for 
them.“ * 

„There is no harm in dragging this along 
a little bit,” Burg argued. “ We should ad- 
vertise. We have done that before and I 
believe we have saved $50,000 by so doing. 
There is an advantage in dragging this along 
a while.” 

“TJ believe there is an advantage in drag- 
ging this along. Commisisoner Coonely re- 
plied sarcastically. “‘ But the advantage is 
not to the county. So despite the advantage 
I vote against the delay.” 


Shy One Vote. 

Commissioners Fitzgerald, Harris, Nowek, 
and Ragen aided Bartzen and Burg in de- 
feating the award of the contract. The nine 
other members of the board voted for the 
contract, but the law requires ten votes for 
the expenditure of money. 

J. W. Snyder asserted he thought the con- 
tract should be awarded or bids rejected. 

“If you advertise again I will not bid.“ he 
gaid. “If I had known it was to be dragged 
along I would not have bid this time.” 

In almost the same words Edward L. Schei- 
denheim made the same speech tc the county 
board when they dragged along the contract 
for the county hospital. Scheidenhelm of- 


1 


tered to construct that building complete for 


$2,508,026. That was to accommodate 1,300 
beds. Burg led the fight against Scheiden- 
helm and finally had his bid rejected. Later 
the contract was awarded to John Griffiths 
& Son company for $2,276,000. But two pa- 
vilions were eliminated, so the county con- 
tracted to pay $2,276,000 for 625 beds when it 
could have obtained 1,300 beds for $2,508,000. 
That is one place where the county did not 
make money by readvertising. 


Other Readvertising Incidents. 

On the wrecking of the county hospital 
Burg again insisted upon readvertising. 
Three times he made C. Krug submit bids 
before he was given a contract. Hach time 
Krug was the lowest bidder. 

The board received bids on a county ambu- 
lance three times before a contract was 
awarded end then paid $400 for the machine 
over the low price received on the first bid. 

The board last spring rejected bids for 
milk and readvertised. That cost the county 
$4,000. The board also readvertised for 
shoes and the result wae that the taxpayers 
were again “ soaked.”

Lewis attributes to Moulthrop. 

Senator Lewis admitted this afternoon he 
also had received a letter from Moulthrop. 
His former clerk threatened him with pub- 
lication of correspondence between the sena- 
tor and William L. O’Connell, Gov. Dunne 
and Roger d. Sullivan, unless the warrant 
is withdrawn. 

Until the receipt of this letter from Moul- 
throp, Senator Lewis was considering drop- 
ping the charge against him. Moulthrop’s 
mother came to Washington yesterday and 
implored the senator to drop the charge 
against her boy. The senator gave a half 
way promise to do so.

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OF SEGREGATION? 


Investigator Asserts Whites 
and Negroes AreSeparated 
in U. S. Bureaus. 


CLASSED WITH LEPERS. 


Declared Action of Officials Has 
Eliminated Competition Be- 
tween the Races. 


New York, Nov. 17.—The National Associa. 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People 
today made public the report of a special 
agent sent to Washington to investigate the 
segregation of white and colored employés 
in government departments. The investiga- 
tion was made as the result of many com- 

_ plaints and inquiries. 

The association has twenty branches 
throughout the country. Moorfield Storey of 
Boston is president. Oswald G. Villard of 
New York is chairman of the board of di- 
rectors, which includes, among others, Miss 
Jane Addams and Mise LAllian D. Wald. 

“The effect of segregation,’ the report 
says, is startling. Competition has been 
eliminated. Those segregated are regarded 
almost as lepers and get what no one else 

wants. Segregation in work has been effected 
so far without official orders. Generally the 
excuse is a readjustment of work to increase 


Speakers at Southern Medical 
Congress Urge Campaign. 


POINT HIGH DEATH. RATE. 


Say Neglect of Blacks Spreads Pre- 
ventable Diseases Among Whites. 


Lexington, Ky., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The 
high mortality, rate among negroes from 
communicable and preventable diseases was 
held up as a grave menace to the general 
health of the south by speakers at the con- 
vention of the Southern Medical association 
which began here today. Three thousand 
physicians, representing sixteen southern 
states, are in attendance. 

Statistics were given to show that typhoid 
fever, malaria, measles, scarlet fever, whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, tuberculosis, and 
preumonia are responsible for more than 40 
per cent of all deaths among negroes. These 
same diseases also are responsible for more 
than 26 per cent of deaths among the whites. 
The high mortality rate among the whites 
was pointed out as directly traceable to the 
prevalence of these diseases among the ne- 
groes. 

The necessity for raising health standards 
especially among the negroes and of inaug- 
urating a campaign of prevention was urged 
by the speakers. It was pointed out that 
négro citizens live under the worst sanitary 
conditions through poverty, racial inferior- 
ity, and neglect. But they mingle with the 
white population in the stores, factories, 
kitchens, and nurseries, and 80 spread the 
diseases which are prevalent among them. 


SUES FORMER HEAD FOR $2,658.

John 1. Dixon, former president of the 
Police Operators’ Social and Benevolent as- 
sociation, was sued by that organization yes- 
terday in the Superior court to recover §2,668 
it is alleged he wrongfully appropriated. 

The bill states that, in accordance with 
the constitution of the organization, which 
is made a part of the bill, all funds were in 
the hands of Dixon as president; thet in

Apollo Club Gives Fine 


Performance of “Elijah.” 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
ENDELSSOHN’S “ Elijah,” revived last 
season by the Apollo club with marked 
success, was offered again last night in 
the Auditorium at the second of the 
club’s present series of concerts. Save 
when the Christmas season brings the “ Mes- 
slah performances the public is not accus- 
tomed to indulging its love for choral art at 
eight day intervals. Let this explain the rela- 
tively small size of the audience that assem- 
bled, since no other reason suggests itself. 

This dramatic oratorio long has held an un- 
disputed place in the regard of the English 
speaking public; and that the facters assem- 
bled for last night’s presentation included 
everything essential to a great performance 
was evident to any one conversant with the 
art as it is practiced in Chicago. The Apollo 
club had but recently demonstrated its re- 
markable advances in the difficult path of 
choral virtuosity. 

The soloists engaged included Herbert With- 
erspoon, quite generally recognized as a mas- 
terly interpreter of the title réle, and Miss 
Florence Hinkle, whose position in oratorio is 
not to be questioned. The tenor, William 
Wheeler, had left a most favorable impres- 
sion of his gifts and attainments after his 
share in The Creation performance a week 
ago, and Miss Rosalie Wirthlin, the contralto, 
was pleasantly remembered for her contribu- 
tions to last season's presentation of Elijah.” 
Therefore the management had every reason 
to expect a repetition of last year’s enthusiasm 
for the work. 

— 


In competition with a choir as resourceful 
as the Apollo club the soloist who succeeds in 
dominating a performance must be an artist 
of commanding gifts. As such must Mr. With- 
erspoon be commended, for he made the prophet 
the central figure and even the resounding cli- 
maxes built up by the chorus could not over- 
shadow him. His reading of the title role prof- 
ited by many lessons learned in opera and in 
song recital. It set forth the noble text with a 
fine regard for itg manifold beauties of thought 
and mood, It sustained the lyric moments with 
skillfully modulated tone. It lifted the dramatic 
episodes to commanding heights. 

Perhaps the sincerest compliment that can 
be paid Mr. Wild is to say that while exploit- 
ing every capacity of his remarkable chorus 
he still made its share in the performance tribu- 
tary to such beautiful melodic moments as the 
bass recitative and aria Draw Near, All Ye 
People,” the duet for soprano and bass, the 
double quartet “Cast. Thy Burdens Upon the 
Lord,” and the bass aria IS Not His Word Like 
a Fire?” These and other solos and concerted 
numbers of equal importance were fitted into 
perfect choral setting. But the moment that 
will linger longest in grateful recollection was 
supplied by the imposing delivery of the choral 
“For He, the Lord Our God, Is a Jealous God.” 
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Miss Hinkle was suffering from a severe vocal 
indisposition, and consequently was obliged to 
exercise a restraint foreign to her song. But so 
excellent is her schooling that this restraint 
was the only evidence of her condition notice- 
able. Miss. Wirthlin is not a demonstrative 
singer. Indeed, she inclines toward a reticence 
that at times becomes tiresome. However, the 
contralto solos in Elijah” demand, first of all, 
a beautiful voice, and this Miss Wirthlin is 
abundantly able to supply. Her delivery of the 
aria “Woe Unto Them Who Forsake Him” 
was especially attractive as an example of sym- 
pathetic tone quality. 

Mr. Wheeler showed the tenor’s customary 
preference for vocal values, as opposed to mu- 
sical interest, and was led thereby into one or 
two disagreements with the conductor in the 
matter of tempo. Mr. Wild has his own ideas 
on this subject, and they are decided, as Mr. 
Wheeler discovered to his sorrow during the 
aria “If With All Your Hearts.”

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Pumpkin Pickles. 


HE sweet sour things have a physiological 

excuse; they. stimulate the appetite, al- 

though the eating of them sometimes 

amounts to a physiological abuse. Sev- 

eral members of the gourd family are 
used for a distinctly sour pickle, and some for 
the sweet pickles, or what the Italians call agro 
dolce. 

Some varieties of squash and any pumpkin 
given the agro dolce treatment becomes much 
like fruit, changing character so much that 
the uninitiated will, without hesitation, call 
them fruit. 

In the restaurants in Berlin and undoubtedly 
in a large number of private families, the sweet 
pumpkin (kurbis) pickle is popular. No excess 
of sugar is used in the common, every day sort, 
and a weak vinegar. 

Frau Heyl’s “A B C of Cookery” furnishes 
recipes for the most part for high class cook- 
ery, and that for pumpkin pickles undoubtedly 
produces something of a higher grade than is 
procurable in German restaurants, but is ex- 
actly of the grade of such things made in any 
of homes where pains and trouble are taken 
to enhance the daily fare. 

Various effects can be produced from her 
recipe, according to the amount of water used 
in the sirup. 4 thinner sirup than she pre- 
scribes will suffice. Her formula comes near 
to calling for too little water, considering the 
amount of cooking generally necessary for our 
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DJane Tadington. 


pumpkins. Pumpkin, like pineapple or quince, 
will shrink and curl if cooked long in too thick 
a sirup. 

Perhaps it would be a good plan to steam 
the pumpkin somewhat before putting it in the 
sirup, but this was not done in experimenting 
with the recipe, using both the yellow and the 
sweet pumpkin (one seems tot be as good as 
the other), but further experiments might show 
that the closer grained pumpkin is the prefer- 
able. A fair pickle resulted from the experi- 
ments, much nicer than aay from watermelon 
rind, and more wholesome. > 


~~ : 

One particular thing the experiments showed 
was that @ truly light vinegar would be best 
in the first process. Here is a free translation 
of the recipe, teied with the two sorts of pump- 
kin. 
PUMPKIN PICKLE.—Three pounds of pre- 
pared pumpkin, four scant quarts of vinegar 
(can be used a second time or for other things 
afterwards), three pounds of sugar, a pint and 
a half of water, the skin of half a lemon, one 
piece of bruised ginger, one piece of cinnamon, 
four cloves. (Put the lemon peel and spices in 
a bag or tie in rag.) First day: Peel the 
pumpkin and take out the seeds and all the 
soft, thready parts. Cut it into little strips, or 
with a vegetable cutter scoop out little round 
pieces.

New Jersey Senator Declines 
to Champion Constitution- 
al Amendment. 


INVADE CAPITAL, 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 17.—Suffrage 
workers from New Jersey who came to Wash- 
ington to enlist congressional support for the 
proposed 
women the right to vote met with opposition 
today when they visited the capitol and im- 
portuned Senator Martine to champion their 
cause in the senate. 

The New Jersey senator, in reply to a di- 
rect question by one of the suffragists, de- 
elared he did not favor the proposed en- 
franchisement of women and that he prob- 
ably would vote against the proposed amend- 
mort if it should come to an early issue in 
congress. 

The suffrage delegation, numbering several 
score of women from various parts of New 
Jersey, had visited the White House earlier 
in the day and urged President Wilson to lend 
his aid to the votes for women fight. 


Uige Wilson to Give Message. 

“We came to ask you to make suffrage a 
natlonal question, said Mrs. Feichert, and 
we want you to include in your annual mes- 
age a supporting suggestion for the consti- 
tutionalamcndment. The amendment is now 
pending in congress. We would like also for 
you to use your efforts to have the house of 
representatives appoint a standing commit- 
tee on woman suffrage, to push considera- 
tion of this amendment.“ 

The president replied that only the other 
day he had discussed with members of the 
house the appointment of such a committee, 
and added that the matter was already under 
his consideration.

Council Committee Orders Expert to 
Test Titles of Firms Occupying 
Premises Along the Banks. 


Nicholas Michels, assistant corporation 
cvunsel. told the ccmmittee on streets and 
alleys yesterday that private interests are 
illegally occupying public lande along the 
banks of the Chicago river.
